First of the Ladd Murder Trials Begun—

Great Difficulty in Getting a Jury.

NEW Castre, May 12.—The trial of Cas-
sius M. Lake, one of the five men charged
with the killing of Eli Ladd, a negro, in
BlountsviMe. last February, was began in
the Cireuit Court bere this morming. The
regular jury and a special venire of forty
talesmmen were in attendance, from which
to select a jury. These were all exhansted

_before noon, about hali bavingz formed

opinions in the case from reading the news-
papver accounts of the homicide and
hearing the matter discussed,and the others
being challenged peremptorily. After ex-
bausting the special venire, several by-
standers were called and dismissed for
wvarious causes. Then the defendant’s
counsel filed an affidavit and moticn for

sn additional special venire, and tha conurt
ordered an additional @raft of forty men
to report forthwith. Pending their
coming, the ten men who had been
selected, or, rather, who had not been
rejected., were placed in charge of
s special officer and not aliowed to
separate. To-night a further examination
of talesman is being made, snd it is the aim
of the court to have the jury made “P be-
fore adjourument, but as but little
progress is being made it is doubtful
whether they will be secured, at least be-
fore a very late hour.

Eli Laad was a young man twenty years
old, and lived on a farm with his tather,
four miles from Blonutsville, On the fatal
day he drove to DBlountsville In a
buggy. and while in the honse of his
betrothed was ordered to jeave town
by William Rozell, with whom he had
previously had some trouble. Ladd drove
home and retarned armed. Rozell and
others attacked the bhouse into which he
had gone. After several sbhots had been
fired Ladd fled from the town, pursned by
a crowd. among whom were the defendants.
Numerous shots were fired at the fleeing
man, but one of which took effect. it
strnck him in the thigh, severing the fem-
oral artery, and deuth ensued from loss of
blood. The defendants were arrested npon
& warrant issned by the coroner after his
invec:it-lgnlion.s and were !lmhcted by tt;:le

jinry. Reparate trials were granted,
:;:ln Li‘ke sis thwrst case to be tried.

Tipton's Prosperity.

Tiprox, May 12.—The year of 1800 prom-
ises to be one of general prosperity and
jmprovement to this place. The Coleman
beading and handle factory has connnenced
operations since the first of the year, and
gives emiployment to nearly one hundred
men. The Lake Erie & Westarn Railroad
Company has made Tipton its passenger
division point of the main line, and pros-
pacts are very flattering for the freight di-
vision point and train-dispatcher’s office.

A petition has also been circulated, and
signed, and sent to the Hon. J. B. Cheadle,
M. C.,, asking that Tipton be made a di-
vision point for mails instead of Lafayeotte.
The City Coancil has ordered the improve-
ment with vitrified brick of two streets,
besides other streets that are now beiag
improved. Three new additions have been
added to. the city, one by Thomas C. D
& Co., of Indianapolis, one by Gleason
Moore and one br W. F, Wilcox, Gravel
roads are also being built in the county.
Many bhouses are being refitted and oid
houses and barns are giving way to new
ones. Yet, with ail the prospects of the
future as bright as a spring morning, Tip-
ton hasa few demagogues who say that
the people of this county are heavily bar-
dened by mortgages caused Ly the pro-
tective tatifi. Thers is a corrupt political
ring entrenched in the court-house that
causes more complaint abont the high
taxes than does the tariff, even among
Democratic farmers.
